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VI. REPORTS 


A. DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


EASTERN DISTRICT 
WILLIAM BASIL YOUNG, District Superintendent 


Bishop Lowe and Brethren: 


It is with stirred emotions that I present to you my first annual report 
as superintendent of the Eastern District, and I desire first of all to acknowl- 
edge Divine Providence, and pay homage to Him whom we serve, for we 
recognize that with His help we cannot fail, and without His help we can- 
not succeed. 

I wish to express our supreme pleasure in having again as our presiding 

officer, Bishop Lowe, who, having presided at our last two annual confer- 
ences, has endeared himself both to our ministers and to our laymen. He has 
given the conferences of the Pacific Northwest unprecedented leadership, and 
it is a real satisfaction and joy to all of us to have Bishop Lowe with us for 
the third consecutive time. 
_ I wish also to acknowledge the fine courtesies extended to us by our min- 
isters. The rich joy and fellowship of our parsonage homes has been a bene- 
diction to me. The. fine consideration of our laymen has heartened me. I 
have been delighted with my reception everywhere. The Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company—their employees—have been unusually gracious to me as I 
have journeyed hither and yon in the interests of the Church and Kingdom. 

: During the year we have been fortunate in having with us at our Dis- 
trict meeting and in various other public assemblies, Bishop Lowe, Dr. 
Walter Torbett, Dr. Mark Dawber, and Dr. Gillet, who have rendered us 
marked service and have been an inspiration to our congregations. Dr. 
William S. Bovard visited this district in the interest of our. educational 
work, and his addresses, given to high school groups and at Gooding College 
will stand out in the memory of those who heard him. In our church school 
coaching conference, and teacher training undertakings we have had the 
leadership of Drs. Clifford and Warner who have challenged our churches 
with their messages in the interest of youth. 

The personnel of the Eastern District has changed somewhat in that the. 
Rev. W. C. Cronk of Hansen was transferred to the Oregon Conference last 
March, and the Rev. Francis E. Finley was transferred from the Oregon 
Conference to fill the vacancy at Hansen. There has also been a change at 
Gooding. The Rev. H. C. Kohr of Gooding was transferred to the Pacific 
Northwest Conference in June, and the Rev. W. C. Bowman was transferred 
from the Pacific Northwest Conference to fill the vacancy at Gooding. 


WORLD SERVICE. 


The work of the District has been carried on under distressing financial 
handicaps. The necessity for maintaining the church and its great mission- 
ary undertakings was never greater or more apparent than at this present 
moment. I believe that all of our ministers recognize the urgent necessity 
of this, yet there has been on some charges a painful slump in both minis- 
terial support and World Service giving. I feel confident, however, that it is 
not on account of an indifferent attitude on the part of our people. This 
section is predominantly rural and agricultural, and for the past several 
years all the people have been battling against diminishing incomes, yet 
where honest, united, and enthusiastic effort has been made to maintain our 
cause, the results have been gratifying. In saying this, however, I am not 
unmindful of the fact that even now, as we stand amid the wreckage of 
fortunes, and the slump of all material values, our supreme.and fundamental 
needs are as they have always been. They lie over in the moral and spiritual 
realms. Spiritually vitalized, the church will not have to be urged to main- 
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tain the vital interests of the kingdom, but will always be in need of informa- 
tion concerning kingdom interests. An average of ninety-one cents per mem- 
ber for the entire church for World Service seems pitifully small even in 
days of depression. We simply must not forget that “it is the whole duty 
of the whole church to preach the whole Gospel to the whole World.” And 
that does not mean, as someone has said “theological lordship, but does mean 
vital Christian comradeship.” 

It is painful to have to announce another slump in our support of World 
Service. 


INSTITUTE. 


The Wood River Epworth League Institute enjoyed a most successful 
session again this year under the leadership of Dean O. L. Kendall who has 
been the very efficient dean of this Institute for years. Two hundred and 
seventy of our young people were enrolled. The work of the classes was 
undertaken seriously, a fine spiritual atmosphere was evident, and there was 
full and pleasing co-operation between faculty and students. The inspiration 
of the closing day, with the consecration of young people to lives of Christian 
service, will bear fruit in all of the churches on the District. Brother George 
Roseberry is the newly elected dean, who, we are sure will receive fullest 
co-operation. 


GOODING COLLEGE. 


This institution, our only conference institution, has come through this 
year of unprecedented economic upheaval, with its banners still flying. Its 
sacrificial and stout-hearted president, with the unselfish loyalty and devo- 
tion of the faculty, have made this a notable year in the history of this 
institution. The mortgage debt has been renewed; serial bonds issued, salaries 
placed on a sliding scale so that no deficit will be incurred, and thus Gooding 
College looks toward the future with high hopes. Moreover, it ought to be a 
source of pride to this Conference, that from the corridors of this college 
have gone forth two thousand graduates, associate students, and teachers 
working in twenty different states. To educate the spirits of men and lay 
the foundation of character is the crying need of this day. This need consti- 
tutes a great opportunity for the church. This is no time to lose heart. 
Gooding College is a challenge to our faith, our loyalty and our devotion. 
Let us give her all the students she can care for, and all the financial aid 
needed that she may attain the greatest scholastic achievements. 


CHURCH PROPERTY AND DEBTS. 


During the year some improvements have been made on church and par- 
sonage property. The interiors of the churches at Ashton, Albion, and 
Pocatello have been renovated. Improvements have been made in the lighting 
of our fine church at Idaho Falls. The exterior of our little church at Fair- 
field has been brightened by two coats of paint. Some of our parsonages have 
been improved. At Jerome there has been a notable improvement of the par- 
sonage, for it has been completely renovated inside and out, so that now it is 
a very comfortable residence. 

Church debts have been reduced but little. Honest attempts have been 
made to maintain interest charges, and the loan companies have been 
gracious and lenient. There is a movement on foot to dispose of the par- 
sonage at Dietrich, and we have high hopes of wrecking the hotel which we 


hold there as church property, and converting it into a parsonage for 
Gooding.

word needs to be said relative to ministers’ salaries. In this re 

( : gard 
many of our churches have done valiantly, yet our conference minutes report 
a constant decline in ministerial support during the last four years. Last 
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year there was a slump of $14,300, and this year I fear another deficit fully 
as great. There have been salary cuts galore, and some of our pastors are 
serving on salaries which are pitiably small. 

This is a problem for our laymen. It ought to be handled with a deep 
sense of justice and fair play. Our personal misfortunes ought not to be 
allowed to contract our vision or squeeze the life out of the local church 
until it becomes impotent. Any minister of Christ worthy the name is always 
willing to share losses with his parishioners, and some of our men have 
taken the initiative in reducing their own salaries, but the time has come 
when our laymen ought to do all possible to protect the minister who is not 
receiving a comfortable support. One is badly handicapped in any attempt 
to advance Kingdom interest, if he is constantly busy keeping the wolf 
from the door. 

In bringing this report to a close, I do so with a deep sense of our personal 
responsibility, as ministers, to all the people. We are to be prophets of God, 
servants of Jesus Christ, and friends of everybody. The world is bewildered, 
broken and troubled. 


WESTERN DISTRICT. 


H. G. McCCALLISstTER, District Superintendent. 


Bishop Lowe, Pastors and Laymen: 


This is my third annual greeting to the pastors, my second to Bishop 
Lowe, and my first to the laymen privileged to sit in this Conference by 
legislation of their own choice. You are an integral part of us in our 
common task of kingdom building, and to carry on the work of our church 
we need not only your financial support, but your presence, prayers, per- 
sistence, and consecrated efforts. We do not expect to agree with you always, 
nor do we expect you always to vote with us, but we do expect through 
an honest exchange of ideas, points of view, and practiced charity toward 
each other to build into life through our churches a little more of that 
practical and mystical spirit of Jesus. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


Some churches of the district will not show much increased activity in 
the matter of church school work, while others will show considerable. All 
schools this year have been careful in the expenditure of money in their 
work; nearly every school is in good financial condition, and a few have no 
obligations with some money in the treasury. Some localities have taken ‘on 
new life and vigor while others, due to lethargy, indifference, and a general 
lowering of morale have moved along in the usual way or with a little loss. 
For the purpose of arousing interest in leadership of the church schools and 
better preparation for teaching, the district superintendent held seven 
teacher training classes the past year which had a total enrollment of two 
hundred and twenty-seven, out of which one hundred and ten completed the 
work in a manner satisfactory enough to be issued their units of credit by the 
Board of Education of our church. The interest in the work was splendid, 
and attendance records showed a high percentage in all classes. Lack of 
time prevented the carrying forward of this work on a larger scale. It is my 
opinion that here is a fertile field awaiting a more thorough cultivation, the 
results of which can be successfully carried over into the local church school 
work. More completely consecrated and better trained church school super- 
intendents with a corps of equally well prepared teachers will show larger 
results in religious education in our conference. There is no antagonism 
between real education and real religion, each needs the other to complete 
the picture of a well rounded Christian personality. 

This has been a good year in the work of the young people as will be 
indicated by the reports showing an interest in league organizations of the 
District. Four leagues were organized this year, not in existence last year. 
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Two mid-year institutes were held. One at Nampa with an enrollment of 
seventy-five, the other at North Powder, Oregon with an equally large 
enrollment. At both places the regular accredited work was carried on for 
five periods, interspersed with various forms of amusement for the leaguers. 
The summer institute work at Wallowa Lake was conducted from July 17 to 
23 under the leadership of Dean Hertzog and his well selected corps of in- 
structors. An institute of high character was carried on for these five days 
with an enrollment exceeding that of last year, which was high peak of 
district enrollment with the exception of one year. Out of two hundred and 
twenty-six enrolled youths, one hundred and ninety-four received credits for 
work done. With more improvements to our institute grounds, which are in 
process of being made, we should be better able to meet the needs of future 
groups of young people in our institute work. 

Several daily vacation bible schools have been conducted over the District, 
many of them in co-operation with other denominations, and in all instances 
the results have justified the expenditure of time, money, and energy. 


THE WORK OF MINISTERING. 


Reports, figures, estimates, and guesses have their place in any organiza- 
tion as tangible indications of what has been accomplished in a given period 
of time, and hence are not to be discarded. However, there is the other side 
of the work in the same organization that is incommensurable by the same 
yardstick. Every Methodist preacher should feel that he is called to declare 
and labor for the eternal verities of life and I know of no other that should 
lay claim, more valid, to such a call than a Methodist preacher. His task 
is one of herculean proportions at certain times, but he has the promise of 
the help of the Eternal Spirit at all times in his many fields. I believe in a 
minister’s being well prepared—prepared in scholastic training, with wits 
of repartee sharp, and an intellectual grasp of the philosophies of the ages 
and the present, so he will be at home in his study or out of it. He should 
know the subtleties of debate and oratory, the great questions which caused 
divisions of the early church—but the place for the display of his knowledge 
between homoousios and homoiousios is not in the pulpit or at after-dinner 
speeches. Above all else he is called to be a minister, to visit folks, comfort 
souls, save sinners, lead youth, and to interpret God both through preaching 
and through practice that the gospel be not blamed. Brethren, I submit 
to you that one of the tragedies is to find a splendidly endowed and prepared 
minister leaving his assigned field to be ministered unto and souls warmed 
at the altar of God by those less intellectually prepared but whose hearts are 
warm and know something of the yearnings of life. One of the frequently 
repeated statements, when a pastoral change is impending, is “Can you send 
us a man who can preach, visit folks, and work with the youth?” Every 
minister ought to do these, and by the grace of God he can if he wills. 


GENERAL STATEMENTS. 


Conditions the country over have been reflected in the finances of the 
church. Last year ministerial support suffered a loss of approximately thirty 
per cent and this year will add a further reduction of between twenty and 
twenty-five per cent with corresponding reductions in benevolences. These 
reductions have drawn heavily upon the courage and spiritual resources of 
our ministers, yet they have met all with a degree of courage and fortitude 
that is admirable. No man has quit his task this year and none has com- 
plained of the hard places filled. As each looks into the future he sees hard 
labor ahead and new forces arising that must be combated. For with the 
flaming billboards, electric signs, highly paid advertisements in the papers 
calling the attention of youth and old age alike to the value of tobaccos and 
beers in building steady nerves, keen intellects, and strong bodies, these 
preachers draw the belt a little tighter and with the sword of truth again are 
ready to move out to do valiant battle with the forces of evil entrenched alike 
in places both high and low. Laymen, these ministers are dependent upon 
you for whatever success has been or will be achieved. Nothing is more dis- 
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couraging to the pastor than to have a meeting of his official board or his 
quarterly conference and find that after he has notified all the members by 
letter or phone, only half or less appear for consideration of important 
items. If there is lack of business methods, proper attention to church 
matters, consider yourselves as those called to change these conditions 
ronan your participation in all the affairs affecting the interest of your 
church. 

In closing I again acknowledge the kindnesses and courtesies shown to 
me in the year passed. I am truly grateful for the good way the ministers 
; have carried on in their charges and the encouragement given them by their 
families, though all our anticipations for the past year have not been 
realized. I have felt with them some of the disappointments attendant upon 
work of the District or the Conference. In passing through the towns where 
year’s record of travel shows that twenty-five thousand three hundred and 
eighty miles have been covered during the year, all in the interest and the 
work of the District or the Conference. In passing through the towns where 
my pastors live, at all the hours of day and night, I have thought of their 
problems and their efforts to be of service to their churches and I have 
mentally waved my hand to them in passing as I tried to get a few kinks out 
of my body and snatch a little more beauty sleep out of the seats of the 
railway train, or keep my eyes open while driving the car. No one in par- 
sonage homes has been called upon to mourn the passing of loved ones ‘in the 
family, and only one death has occurred on the District affecting the Con- 
ference, that of Mrs. C. D. Day of Boise, who recently passed away. I wish 
to record my faith in the effectiveness of the gospel of Jesus and urge our 
ministers to its proclamation in the days ahead that the conscience of men 
may be quickened and souls stirred to holy action against all forms and forces 
of unrighteousness. I urge our laymen to diligence in the work of their local 
churches, that despite handicaps, when we shall have assembled again under 
the favor of Almighty God, we shall be able to rejoice in larger victories 
through His Spirit.

CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Conference Board of Education at their meeting adopted the - 
following reports: 


Gooding College. 


For a faith that sustains and an awareness of Divine help that 
strengthens, we are aware. 

We thank the Board of Education for their splendid support and for the 
helpful services rendered by Doctors Hiselen, Davidson and Bovard. We ap- 
preciate every gift made possible for Gooding College by the sacrificial living 
and sharing of Nordin Park Church and many other friends. 

We congratulate the Board of Trustees on their good work in renewing 
the mortgage note and the bond issue to underwrite this and other indebted- 
ness of the college. 

We thank the faculty for their continuous effort and the loyal way in 
which they have borne the burden of financial support the last year and for 
their willingness to continue their good work for the upbuilding of Gooding 
College. We pledge to them our continued support and co-operation and will 
help them in every way possible in this work which gives us an opportunity 
to invest in Christian education as generously as Christian education 
invested in us. 

We nominate for trustees H. S. Hamilton, W. W. Van Dusen, and H. G. 
McCallister to serve with Homer Deal, I. A. McMahon, and Mrs. F. R. 
Gooding in the class of 1936.

Wesley Foundation. 


Last year there were three hundred and twenty-seven students registered 
at the University of Idaho. The Wesley Foundation is Methodism’s plan for 
supplying these young people with religious leadership and inspiration. 
Christian leadership for tomorrow depends upon what we do with the college 
youth today. 

Our Wesley Foundation at the State University has a well balanced, 
effective program which is entitled to the hearty support and co-operation 
of every Methodist in the state. This co-operation should express itself 
through an active interest in the work, by sending the names of prospective 
students to our pastor, J. Edgar Purdy, before the opening of the school 
year, and in adequate financial maintenance. 

We urge that immediate steps be taken to set up a Wesley Foundation 
program in connection with the Southern Branch at Pocatello, which will 
meet with the approval of the Board of Education, and adequate to take care 
of our Methodist students who are enrolled there. 

Supplementing in a fine way our Wesley Program at the University of 
Idaho, is the Idaho Institute of Christian Education, which is supported by 
fifteen denominations. This institute maintains Dr. Carl D. Wells as Pro- 
fessor of Religion, and teaches courses in religion which are accredited by 
the Academic Council of the University. We suggest that the pulpits be 
opened to Dr. Wells, and that we co-operate with him in obtaining from pri- 
vate sources the support needed for this work. 


Wesley Foundation Gooding College Co-operation. 

We approve the plan for unifying the financial appeal of Wesley Founda- 
Gen and Gooding College. We urge unanimous co-operation. We recommend 

at: 

1. An educational campaign be conducted for the purpose of informing 
our people of the importance of going to college with our young people with 
an adequate religious program—wherever they may go to college. 

2. The district superintendents present the plan and its purpose to their 
first quarterly conference. 

3. President Charles W. Tenney and Director J. Edgar Purdy be requested 
to complete arrangements for a series of group meetings throughout the 
state early in the fall, under the leadership of Dr. Wm. S. Bovard. 

4. That some Sunday in October or November be set apart as College 
Sunday, when the pastors will present the importance and needs of Gooding 
College and Wesley Foundation, and receive an offering and pledges for the 
unified budget. 

5. All money received from the churches, offerings and pledges to the 
unified budget during the year shall be divided seventy-five per cent to 
Gooding College and twenty-five per cent to Wesley Foundation wherever 
established in the state. _ 

We further recommend that individuals may designate fifty per cent of 
their gifts to these institutions for World Service credit until the respective 
World Service allotments have been reached. 


Supplemental Resolution. 
_ Because of the varied and widespread service of the Board of Education 
in promoting religious education in our local churches and in helping support 
the Wesley Foundation work and educational program of Gooding College, 
we express our appreciation and recommend that the Idaho Annual Con- 
ference endorse and authorize the designation of seventeen per cent of its 


total World Service giving this next year to the Board of Education. (This 
resolution was adopted.) 


DIVISION OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


C. L. CLiIrrorD, Director. 


The territory of your Director includes Montana, Idaho, six counties in 
Oregon, and the forty-two charges of the Spokane District in Washington. . 
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It has 202 charges, 8,885 Epworth Leaguers, 30,251 church members, and 36,- 
612 members in the church schools. A brief questionnaire was recently 
mailed to all pastors. Of those replying, half reported no records available 
of church school enrollments ten years ago, nor five years ago. Those report- 
ing indicated losses in five years of from ten to fifty per cent, an average of 
thirty-seven per cent. And seventy-two per cent of those churches are doing 
nothing about it through training for more efficient leadership. 

_ There are some encouragements. There is a keen and growing interest 
in coaching conferences, for preparation to teach teachers. Reports will show 
a good increase in training classes and especially standard community train- 
ing schools. Mid-winter institutes were held at strategic centers. Some of the 
best modern educational work is being done in vacation church schools and 
summer institutes, and these are increasingly popular. In the four Epworth 
League Institutes seven hundred and eighteen were enrolled, representing 
sixty-three communities. At Morning Watch on Sundays, four hundred and 
fifteen signed decisions to take some forward step in living the Jesus way. 
Two fine Idaho institutes enrolled five hundred and thirteen, from forty-one 
towns, three hundred and seventeen certificates, one hundred and ninety-six 
decisions. 

Recommendations: 1. Group discussion and program building confer- 
ences with ministers and selected laymen. 2. More coaching conferences 
with every charge sending qualified leaders. 38. Teacher training classes 
or standard training school on every charge. 4. Specialized courses for 
adults in church school or church training night, including home and 
parenthood. 5. Every. community with V. C. S. and workers trained. 6. 
. Every charge sending young people to summer institutes, and selected adults 
for leadership training. 7. Continued visitation to local churches to aid 
with local problems and stimulate interest. 8. Systematic follow-up of those 
qualified to promote, organize, and teach. 9. Continued study of local, 
district and conference needs and development of practical programs. 

Your Director has visited seventy communities, delivered eighty-five 
sermons and addresses, conducted one hundred and sixty-eight discussion 
conferences, reached sixteen thousand, one hundred and ten people, sent out 
two thousand two hundred and forty pieces of mail matter, served as Dean 
in three mid-year and four summer institutes, deaned and taught in four 
interdenominational community schools, assisted in five coaching con- 
ferences, broadcast Christmas services, attended cabinet meetings at Coeur 
d’Alene and Pacific Beach, was present at Institute Council at Salt Lake, 
shared in ten-day Staff Conference in Chicago, assisted in five district meet- 
ings in Montana and Idaho, and traveled 36,010 miles. 


Recommendations from the Conference Board of Education. 


1. That Mrs. W. D. Bach, of North Powder, Oregon be designated con- 
ference stewardship secretary for the ensuing year. 

2. Due to the fact that our Conference is well supplied with men trained 
in religious education it was recommended that we dispense with the services 
of an outside man and that H. G. McCallister be elected conference director 
of religious education. 

3. That the chairman of this Board request of Dr. M. N. English of the 
Board of Education, that the Raliy Day offering of the Idaho Conference he 
returned to this Conference for use in religious education within the bounds 
of the Conference. 

4. That both district superintendents carry on a systematic program of 
religious education throughout the year, and that all church school superin- 
tendents specially emphasize the Rally Day offerings. 

5. That a special card system as prepared by Lloyd Gilmore of Twin 
Falls, be investigated with a view of recording full information relative to 
every pupil. 

6. That H. G. McCallister, E. H. Longbrake, C. D. Rush, and Mrs. B. F. 
Meredith be advanced to the class of 1936 of the Conference Board of 
Education.

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REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOWMENT 
COMMISSION—August 30, 1933. 


We hereby express our hearty thanks to all who have assisted, by sub- 
scription or otherwise, in the success that has attended the effort to secure an 
endowment of $100,000 toward the support of our conference claimants. We 
specially thank our efficient field’ secretary, Brother H. W. Parker for his 
faithful service. 

That the Idaho Conference faces a very difficult problem, as to the care 
of its retired ministers, cannot be denied. At the present time there are 
thirty-four claimants on the conference roll, and a number more are of 
retirement age. If a comfortable support inheres in the gospel ministry, and 
“such claim is not invalidated by retirement,” then the obligation to support 
the retired minister is just as binding upon the church and the ministry as 
is the support of those in the effective relation. With faith in the statement 
of the church these men gave their entire time to the work of God through 
the agency of the church during the best period of their lives. On the basis 
of Christian brotherhood there should be an equitable adjustment both for the 
effective and the retired ministers according to the need of each. At the 
present time the membership and the ministry are in such financial strin- 
gency, and the economic future is so uncertain, that there is little money for 
the entire fulfillment of the promise made by the church. There is also a 
disinclination to meet the immediate pressing need by mortgaging the future. 

We therefore recommend for your consideration the following suggestions 
as our conference policy for the year 1933-34. : 

First—That we retain H. W. Parker as field secretary, at a minimum 
salary of $400 and expenses. ; 

SECOND—That the action of the last annual conference (found on page 13 
of the Conference Minutes) authorizing the apportionment of two and one- 
half per cent of the cash salary to provide for the accruing service years of 
the effective members of this Conference, be suspended until our next annual 
conference. 3 

THIRD—That in accord with the disciplinary provisions (paragraph 340 
[3]) the Board of Stewards be requested to present to this conference session 
a plan by which the prorate claim for retired ministers shall be graduated 
for each charge. 

FourTH—That an assessment be made for distribution to the conference 
claimants during the conference year 1933-34. That such assessment be made 
now on the basis of the pastor’s cash salary received for the conference year 
1932-33 and forwarded to the treasurer of the Board of Stewards. 

Pastors who received less than $800 are assessed one-half of one per cent. 

Pastors who received $800 and less than $1500 are assessed one per cent. 

Pastors who received $1500 or more are assessed two per cent. 

FirtH—We think that the loyal members of this conference will observe 
Veterans’ Day as required by the discipline. We believe they will not think it 
unreasonable, under existing conditions, that they be asked to take an offer- 
ing. We designate November 19 for the observance of Veterans’ Day and 
order that an offering be taken and forwarded at once to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Stewards for distribution to the conference claimants during the 
conference year 1933-34.

Davidson, representing the World Service Commission and the Board of Edu- 
cation, Dr. E. E. Tuck, representing the Board of Foreign Missions, and with 
Dr. Walter E. Torbett, western representative of the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension. The district superintendents also sat with the council. 
The following report grew out of our deliberations:

The Board of Hospitals and Homes and the Board of Pensions and Relief, 
do not share in the ratios but each is to receive a fixed guaranteed amount. 


II. Methods. The following methods to be followed in raising World 
Service Funds are recommended: 

1. Let World Service promotion and collection be a part of a thorough 
spiritual rebuilding of the church. The foundation of adequate mis- 
slonary giving is a sufficient spiritual life in the local church and a 
program that builds the Kingdom of God in the local community. 

2. Adequate educational preparation should be made for the canvass, by 
the use of sermons, stereopticon lectures, mission study classes, and 
pamphlets and other literature. 

3. Let each church adopt a definite goal of giving toward World Service 
for the year. 

4. An every member canvass for World Service pledges should be thor- 
oughly and systematically carried out. 

5. Attention should be given to the matter of designations. Designation 
of World Service funds can only be made prior to or at the time of the 
making of the gift. No pastor, church official nor even the official 
Board may designate to specific Boards or projects funds which have 
already been given without designation. The official ratios should be 
generally observed whenever a church undertakes to designate its 
World Service giving.

Mrs. Clinton D. Day, whose husband departed from this life something 
ee a year ago, followed him to the other world on July 10, 1933, at Boise, 
aho.

B. RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


i—The Board of Ministerial Training will conduct its work as per the pro- 
visions of the Discipline, paragraphs 198 to 204. Special attention on the 
part of undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, textbooks and ex- 
aminations as contained therein. 

2—Examinations may be given throughout the year and may be taken before 
any member of the Board by corresponding with the chairman of the 
Board. No examination will be given after the beginning of the confer- 
ence session. 

38—Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written work 
on the textbooks before examination on any subject. 

4—_A]] written work on the collateral reading must be in the hands of the 
examiner before the conference session. 

5—A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the chairman by 
each undergraduate and accepted supply pastor to defray incidental 
expenses. 

6—Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the 
chairman who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 

7—Any student who fails to get the work done in the time designated as per 
schedule shall have written permission from the chairman of the Board 
to take the examination at any other time. 

8—The annual meeting of the Board of Ministerial Training shall convene 
at-the seat of conference and on the day before the session of the Annual 
Conference. Time of meeting to be fixed by the chairman of the Board. 


C. CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m. and adjourn at 12:15 
noon. Devotional services shall be held during the first thirty minutes. 


2. All standing committees, except the Committee on Memorials, shall he 
nominated by the district superintendents on the opening day of the session. 
The standing committees shall be composed of one layman and one preacher 
from each district. The first name on any committee shall be the temporary 
chairman of that committee until the committee is regularly organized. 


3. The Committee on Memoirs shall consist of three ministers nominated 
by the cabinet and elected by the Conference for the next session of the con- 
ference and their names shall be printed in the journal of the conference 
electing them. This committee shall have charge of the memorial service 
which shall be held on the opening day of the conference. 


4. The Committee on Conference Program shall be the entertaining 
minister, the chairman of the Laymen’s Conference, the district superin- 
tendents with the co-operation of the presiding Bishop. 


5. All members voting shall be within the bar of the conference at the 
time the vote is taken. 
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6. The secretary of the conference shall have charge of all papers of the 
conference in the interim between the sessions of the conference and shall 
not permit any person or persons to have possession of the papers except by 
order of the conference. All papers of the conference shall be forwarded to 
the place of the conference session. 


7. No man shall be received on trial into the conference who is over 
thirty-five years of age and no one shall be received into full relation in the 
conference who is over thirty-seven years of age. The candidate shall also 
furnish a certificate of physical fitness, the physician to be selected by the- 
Board of Ministerial Training. This shall apply to all whether seeking 
reception from membership on trial or by credentials from other churches. 
No person shall be admitted on trial in this conference unless he have a 
minimum academic qualification that is equal to a college graduation of A.B. 
degree except by two-thirds vote of the conference. 


8. The Standing Rules of this conference shall not be amended, altered, 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


9. The Rules of Order adopted by the last general conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in these con- 
ference rules. 


10. The united sessions of the lay and annual conference shall be held on 
Friday and Saturday of conference week at which meetings the order of 
Pte shall be conducted as provided by the Discipline, paragraphs 82 
and 99. : 


11. No member of the conference who has reached the permissive age of 
retirement shall be privileged to serve on the Board of Conference Relations 
or the Board of Stewards. 


12. In Executive Session only can the conference relation of any member 
be brought up for discussion. 


18. (Paragraph 623, 4 Discipline 1920) “When a preacher in full con- 
nection fails to be advanced in his conference course of study for a given 
year, said year shall not be counted as a year of effective service unless he 
is in attendance upon a standard school or is excused by a two-thirds vote of 
his Conference upon the recommendation of the Board of Examiners.” 


D. ORGANIZATION OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION 


ARTICLE 1. 


Name. 


This organization shall be called the Board of Education of the Idaho 
Annual Conference and shall be auxiliary to the Board of Education of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church.

ARTICLE 3. 
Composition of the Board. 


The Board shall consist of twelve members, an equal number of ministers 
and laymen. Elected members of the Board should be chosen on the basis 
of their knowledge of and the interest in the various agencies and phases of 
the work included under the jurisdiction of the Board. 
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In addition to the elected members there shall be two other classes of 
members as follows: 
_ (a) Ex Officio Members: District Superintendents; President of Good- 
ae College; and the Director of Religious Education of the Conference or

4 (b) Co-operating Members: District Presidents of the Epworth League; 
the ranking member of the Methodist Brotherhood and the various Mission- 
ary Societies, 


ARTICLE 4. 


Officers. 


The officers of this Board shall be a president, a vice president, and a 
secretary. The duties of these officers shall be such as usually pertain to 
their respective offices. 


ARTICLE 5. 
Organization. 
The Board shall be organized as follows: 


1—Divisions. 

E (a) A Division. of Educational Institutions which shall have the responsi-

e, and f. 

(b) A Division of Religious Education whose duties shall be the training 
through church schools, Epworth Leagues, and such other organizations 
within the Conference as may be doing religious educational work.

2—Heaecutive Committee. 

There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the officers of the 
Board and the chairman of the Division of Educational Institutions and of 
the Division of Religious Education. 

The Executive Committee shall act for the Board in the interim between 
its meetings and shall assume such other regular duties as may be committed 
to it by the Board. 


8—Committees. 
Such other committees shall be appointed from time to time as the 
exigencies of the situation shall demand. ; 
ARTICLE 6. 
Meetings. 


1. The Conference Board shall meet annually at the time of the Annual 
Conference Session. Other meetings may be held at the call of the Board 


ox by the Executive Committee. 
2. Meetings of the Divisions shall be held as determined upon by the 


divisions themselves. 
8. Committees of the Board shall meet as often as the interests of their 


responsibility may demand and at places determined by themselves. 
ARTICLE 7, 
Amendments. 


This Constitution may be amended by two-thirds of the members present 
at any annual meeting. 


ARTICLE 8, 
Vacancies in Office. 


Vacancies in the office of the Board may be filled at any regular called 
meeting of the Board or by the Executive Committee. 
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ARTICLE 9. 
Quorum. 


One-third of its membership shall constitute a quorum for the meetings 
of the Board, Executive Committee, and Division meetings.
